Officer Bill Received 
Favorably at Capitol 


The War Department request for 2,185 
additional officers met with favorable re 
ception among leaders of the Congres 
sional military committees this week, al 
though action on it will await the regular 
session in January. 


Senator Morris Shepherd, chairman of | 


the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
promised early hearings on the proposal, 
and while Representative Lister Hill, 
chairman of House Military Affairs Com 
mitiee, busy with his Senate campaign 
withheld comment, Representatives An 
drew J. May and R. Ewing Thomason, 
ranking members of that group and 
Representative J. Buell Snyder, chairman 
of the War Department appropriations 
committee, endorsed the measure in 
principle. 

Congressman May, I). of Ky., who will 
become chairman of the Hlouse Military 
Committee in January if Representative 
Hill wins a seat in the Senate at the Ala 
bama primary Jan. 4, told the AkMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL this week that he believed 
that an increase in the officer strength 
of the Army was justified and that while 
he had not studied the War Department 
proposed bill, he was favorable to an in 
crease of the size requested, Congressman 
Thomason, next ranking Democrat on the 
committee, said substantially the same 
thing. 

The reception of the measure by Chair 
man Snyder was pleasing to War Depart 
ment chiefs as only last year he declared 
that he and his appropriations subcom 
mittee would oppose any further request 
for additional Army personnel until vital 
materiel shortages were reduced, 

“While I am not familiar with all of 
the facts regarding the War Department’s 
desire for additional officer personnel,” 
Congressman Snyder told to the JouRNAL 
this week, “I do know that we will be 
obliged to increase the officer strength in 
some channels, for example the Air Corps

Seeks Marine Corps Increases 

Increases in commissioned, warrant, 
and enlisted personnel strength are recom 
mended by Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, 
commandant of the Marine Corps, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Navy, made public this week. 

General Holcomb’s 
were as follows: 

(a) That the normal peace time enlisied 
strength of the Marine Corps, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the General 
tjoard, be brought up to and maintained at 
one-fifth the enlisted strength of the Navy. 


recommendations 


(b) That the officer strength be increased 
to six percent (6%) of the statutory enlisted 
strength. 

(c) That the warrant officer strength be in 
creased from one hundred forty-two (142) 
to one hundred seventy-five (175) in order to 
provide an adequate number of marine gun 
ners and quartermaster clerks for the Fleet 
Marine Force training nucleus 

(d) That an ammunition reserve be built 
up so that the Fleet Marine Force artillery 
can be maintained in immediate readiness, 

(e) That personnel and materiel be made 
available for adequate anti-aircraft defense 
of vulnerable naval establishments. 


In conclusion, General Holcomb re- 
ported: 

(a) The Marine Corps has, during the fiscal 
year 1937, by exercising the strictest economy 
in the use of its limited numbers and re 
sources, Increased the efficiency and readiness 
for action of the Fleet Marine Force and 
placed its recruiting service, garrisons of 
navy yards and stations and its reserves on 
a footing which, in the event of a national 
emergency, will make the maximum number 
of trained officers and men available in the 
shortest possible time. This has been accom 
plished by loyalty, cooperation, and united 
efforts of all ranks, 

Excerpts from the report follow: 

Fleet Marine Force 

A policy to govern the stabilization and 
replacement of enlisted personnel in the Fleet 
Marine Force has been placed in effect. The 
controlling factors governing this policy are 
the maintenance of the Fleet Marine Force in 
a satisfactory condition of readiness and the 
utilization of this Force for training and 
indoctrination of the maximum number of 
enlisted men. In order to carry out this

Leaders Ban Defense 
Action Until January 


Consideration of pressing Service 
legislative questions will have to await 
the regular session of Congress in Janu 
ury under a decision of the Administra 
tion that all activity at the special session 
be confined to the matters for which the 
session was called, 

Chairmen of all House committees were 
instructed this week by Majority Leader 
Rayburn not to take up any legislation 
except the five bills on the session agenda 
and while there may be revolt against this 
in some quarters, both Representative 
Lister Hill chairman of the House Mili 
tary Affairs Committee, and Representa 
tive Carl Vinson, chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, said that their 
committees would probably not meet until 
the regular session opens. 

In the Senate, the chairman of the Sen 
ate Military Affairs Committee, Senator 
Sheppard, said that leaders of the upper 
house had informed committee chairmen 
not to report any legislation during the 
special session which does not pertain to 
the matters for which it was called. 
Under this procedure, the committees 
could hold hearings and do other pre- 
liminary work on legislation, but defer 
actually reporting it until after the first 
of the year. Senator Sheppard said that 
the question of whether or not the Mili 
tary Committee would meet regularly 
was tuken up yesterday, the members de 
ciding to consider and report nomina 
tions, but to consider no legislation unless 
it be pressing 

The decision in the House was dis 
appointing to those interested in forward 
ing several important Service bills. Inas 
much as none of the Democratic members 
of the House Military and Naval Affairs 
Committees are members of other com 
mittees and the Republicans for the most 
part are not assigned to any of the groups 
which will be meeting to consider legisla- 
tion dealing with wages and hours, gov 
ernment reorganization, agriculture, the 
anti-trust laws and regional planning, it 
had been pointed out that the Service 
committees would be able to meet regu 
larly, hold hearings and get their calen 
dars in good shape for the regular session 
even though nothing was finally acted on 
until then. 

Tentative plans had already been laid 
for starting hearings on naval personnel 
levislation when the decision was made, 
And while Representative Hill was ex 
pected to spend much of the session in 
Alabama in his campaign for the Senate, 
it had been hoped that the Military Com- 
mittee would go ahead with the officer in 
crease bill and other important Army 
bills, 

No decision has been made as yet as to 
whether or not bills now on the House 
calendar will be considered during the 
session, Leader Rayburn said 
yesterday. In this category is the Coast 
Guard personnel bill, which has passed 
the Senate and is on both the Consent 
Calendar and the regular calendar of the 
House. House rules provide for periodic 
calls of the consent calendar and also 
for committees to be allowed to bring up

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The anti-communistic pact signed by Italy, Germany and Japan is seen by news- 
paper editors in this country as something more than just the type agreement adver- 
tised. With the world perched on the brink of war, the pact assumes great significance. 


“The ‘Three Musketeers,’ ” says the Fairmont, W. Va., Vimes, “Italy the nation 
which flagrantly violated peace pacts, invaded Ethiopia and stole that country from 
the Ethiopians for the sake of ‘civilization.’ 

“Germany, Which has persecuted the Jews and the Church, started the World 
War, violated international peace treaties and which has taken part in Spain's ‘civil 
war’ to ‘protect the world against Communism.’ 

“Japan, the great Oriental power which is spreading death and desolation from 
one end of China to the other, killing and maiming innocent women and children be- 
cause China wouldn’t move over and give most of its own bed to its great and growing 
neighbor. 

“These three now unite against Communism. An equally adequate explanation 
of their joining military forces would be the well worn American alibi about ‘just 
waiting for a street car” Germany, Italy and Japan aren't worrying half as much 
about Communism as they are about democracy or about increasing their own dic- 
tutorial powers,” 


The Shreveport, La., Times, sees in the alliance a united front to back the 
claims of the three nations for more land, The Times says, “Under the terms of the 
new alliance of Italy, Germany and Japan, the most militant nations on earth are now 
united in what is ostensibly a crusade against Communism, As everyone knows, 
Communism is not the only target of the alliance. 

“ALL three of these nations desire—yes demand—more land and wealth. One pur 
pose of their pledge of unity is to get what they demand.” 


The Cleveland, Ohio, Plain Dealer says, “Dino Alfieri took too much for granted 
when he told the world that the new German-Italian-Japanese alliance would be 
yreeted with joy by peace lovers everywhere, Alfieri had to say something like that 
because his job as minister of popular culture, which is a smooth name for propaganda, 
requires it. This time, unfortunately, his superiors did not back him up. By their 
utterances they left no doubt as to the real meaning and intent of this anti-Communis- 
tic alliance. 

“It is a war pact against the so-called peaceful nations and when the Fascists and 
the Nazis and their fellow ‘Aryans’ of Asia, the Japanese, talk about Communism they 
mean democracy. For immediate purposes their pact is anti-Russian, not anti- 
Communist. Were Russia still under the Czar and Berlin, Tokyo and Rome in their 
present position there still would be an anti-Russian agreement under some other 
misleading name. 

“This treaty, to which Count Galeazzo Ciano has affixed his signature, is a war 
alliance in purpose and intent. Were it otherwise what would be the point of announce- 
ing that the signatories have 2,000,000 tons of Naval armament and 200,000,000 men 
at their disposal. Are all these needed to catch some hapless Bolshevik agitator in 
Tokyo or to root out the Communist underground movement in Germany? Nonsense. 

“It means simply that should Europe, in some lax moment, undertake to do 
something of a practical nature to stop Japanese aggression in China, Italy and Ger- 
many would intensify their agitation to prevent its accomplishment. It means that 
when Japan is ready to make a thrust at the maritime provinces of Russia, Germany 
will start her drive for Austria, Czechoslovakia and the Ukraine. Italy will stir up 
the waters of the Mediterranean more than usual to keep France and Britain occu- 
pied. It is an agreement among the principal war mongers of the world for obtaining 
their ends by the creation of confusion and disorder growing out of war threats and 
war itself.”

most complete, incorporating a number of 
points shown by experience during the 
past year to be necessary for complete 
understanding. The full text of the 
policies follow: 

1. The training objective for Reserve offi 

cers is to fit them for the duties pertaining 
to their mobilization assignments. Their 
training will be directed toward qualifying 
them for the particular duties pertaining to 
such assignments and one grade higher. In 
addition, the selecting and training of offi- 
cers for duty with elements of Corps Area 
Service Commands will be stressed, 
2. a. Training pregrams will be progres- 
sive from year to year, avoiding repetitions 
in successive years. Proper orientation will 
be given to inactive duty training in prep- 
aration for active duty training concerning 
which instructions should be issued at the 
earliest practicable movement. In troop 
schools approximately the same amount of 
time will be devoted to individual and to unit 
training. 

b. Policies covering inactive duty training 
are set forth in paragraphs 6 and 64, AK 
140-5. In order to promote unit organization 
and afford opportunity for leadership, this 
training will be conducted or supervised by 
the unit commander whenever possible, 

( The training programs will culminate 
in the active duty training period which will 
be devoted largely to practical work (see 
paragraph 62, AR 140-5). Units will be des- 
ignated for active duty training at the be- 
xinning of the training year so that inactive 
duty training may be properly oriented.

Three-Power Anti-Communist Pact As Seen by Newspaper Editors 


The Springfield, Mass., Republican comments, “The adhesion of Italy to the 
German-Japanese pact against Communism is a menace to the peace of the world. not 
only in itself but because of the circumstances under which it is consummated. The 
menace would be serious enough if the purported alliance against communism masked 
no predatory aims. Such a league of fascist and quasi-fascist powers, which like 
minded governments are invited to join, must in itself tend to foster that deadly 
‘ideological’ conflict which countries desirous of peace have tried to avert. 

“It should now be obvious what the Brussels conference is up against in its efforts 
for peace in China.” 


Citing the belief that the purpose behind the alliance is war strength, the Treiton, 
N. J., Gazette, says “This conclusion is inescapable and its soundness is indicated by 
the significant circumstance that the Italian journals are laying great stress upon the 
military strength behind the accord. But it is in precisely this supposed source of power, 
the military position of the principals of the accord, that its most vital weakness lies, 
If this movement results in a new world line-up, as seems inevitable, the Fascist 
powers will occupy a position of military inferiority. The democracies of Europe are 
still dominant, not only from a military viewpoint but also economically. If the 
Fascist leaders really think as recklessly as they speak, they are preparing the way 
for tragic disillusionment.” 


The Atlanta, Ga., Journal makes this observation, “Italy and Germany and 
Japan are in dire need of new territory, and so it is from them that trouble is to 
come, as it has already in divers forms. However, this is a minor point to us. The 
great threat against democracy is not from communist and fascist propaganda, but 
from the conflict of the two forces. If either gets to feeling particularly noble, sufli- 
ciently well armed and sufficiently confident to start a general war, there will be no 
point in further academic debate. All our energies will have to be directed into the 
struggle to stay clear. The question of which is hero and which is villain will not be 
very pertinent then.” 


The Nashville, Tenn., Tennessean, writes, “Has the time come when democracies 
must take their stand or be prepared to forfeit their inheritance?” is the question 
propounded, “The answers will probably come out of the conference at Brussels. And 
they may be more decisive because of Italy's joining up with Japan and Germany in 
an official way coming just in time to convince them that there is little to be gained 
by a continued policy of concilation. 

“The democracies hold no brief for communism. They have reduced it to impo- 
tence. But they realize that certain forces and groups look upon fascism as something 
more acceptable, largely because they believe it to have more respectability. Further- 
more these advocates are taken in by the belief that fascism is more friendly to 
capitalism than the Russian brand of dictatorship, when, as a matter of fact, develop 
ments in Italy and Germany are proving that there is little difference in this regard. 

“It is unfortunate that democracy should need to defend itself. But it is apparent 
that it does, and the best way to do it is to act instead of indulging in sweet talk—aet 
in behalf of peace and in defense of traditions as against an alien invasion carried on 
in a subtle and subversive manner, 

“And, as the most powerful exponent of democratic government, it is hard to see 
how the United States is going to escape a leading role in this clash of ideals on which 
so much depends.” 


“Most of the world is being divided into two armed camps,” says the Burlington, 
Vt., Pree-Press, “one supporting the Communist ideal, the other the Fascist conception 
of centralized government under the domination of military force. 

“We say ‘a plague on both your houses,’ and kindly contine your activities, milli- 
tary and otherwise, to your own respective territories.”

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Postpone Service Legislation 
(Continued from First Page) 
legislation on Wednesdays. Another mea- 
gure in this category is the bill providing 
additional officers for the Medical and 
Dental Corps and for two additional gen- 
eral officers for the Medical Department. 
Already passed by both houses, and be- 
fore the Senate Military Committee for 
consideration of House amendments, it is 

likely to come within the ban. 

Nothing is known of the plans of Sena- 
tor David I. Walsh, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee, who is in Massa- 
chusetts, but it is expected that he will 
follow the wishes of the leaders insofar as 
naval legislation is concerned. He is ex- 
pected back in Washington next week. 
peThe appropriations subcommittees of 
the House, however, will start hearings 
as soon as possible. Representative Wil- 
liam B. Umstead, chairman of the sub- 
commitee on naval appropriations, says 
that the Navy hearings will be started 
just as soon as they receive an advance 
draft of the naval estimates. It is ex- 
pected that they will start about Decem- 
ber 1. 

Representative J. Buell Snyder, chair- 
man of the Army appropriation subcom- 
mittee, states that hearings on the War 
Department estimates will be started 
about January 1, as soon as the Navy bill 
is ready and the committee clerk, Mr. 
John Pugh can begin work on the Army 
measure. Hearings on the Treasury-Post- 
office appropriation bill, carrying the 
Coast Guard funds, will be held about the 
same time as the Navy hearings. 

The procedure adopted last year of 
splitting the War Department estimates 
into two bills, one carrying military ap- 
propriations and the other the non-mili- 
tary appropriations, will be followed 
again this year, Congressman Snyder 
said. This will certainly bring on an- 
other fight with the Senate over the right 
of the House to take such action without 
consulting them. Last year, Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, chairman of the Sen- 
ate subcommittee on Army appropria- 
tions, with the backing of the Senate 
strenuously objected to the change and 
only gave in because of the pressure of 
other business late in the session. In 
acceding to the House action, however, 
the upper house members served notice 
that they would oppose division of the bill 
if attempted again. 

Congressman Snyder said that he 
Planned to make an inspection trip of 
Army posts in the Middle West sometime 
during the special session. Such a trip 

was planned several weeks ago, but a 
tour of the South was taken instead be- 
cause of bad flying conditions at the time 
in the middle states.

John Paul Jones’ House 

With the President having expressed 
an interest in the movement, the Naval 
Historical Foundation this week definite- 
ly decided to exercise the option which 
it holds on the John Paul Jones House 
at Fredericksburg, Va. 

The campaign started, contributions 
thus far have reached the sum of $7,800. 
The Naval Historical Foundation will 
hold its 10th annual meeting on Friday, 
Nov: 26, at 2.30 p. m. in the Naval Library 
at the Navy Department in Washington. 
At that time, a comprehensive report on 
the project will be given to the Founda- 
tion by the committee assigned to further 
the work. 

It is expected that the Foundation will 
begin its major drive to raise the esti- 
mated $50,000 needed shortly after the 
first of the year. 

The John Paul Jones House will be- 
come the first Naval Revolutionary War 
museum in the country under plans of 
the Foundation. In it will be housed a full 
collection of: Revolutionary War relics 
and pertinent matter. Although the me- 
morial will be primarily a collection of 
John Paul Jones mementos, it is planned 
to give as comprehensive a display as is 
possible of early American Naval history. 

It is planned to have the walls of the 
house lined with plaques summarizing the 
part played by the Navy in the War of 
Independence with emphasis on the lead- 
ing Naval figures of the day. 

The work of renovation will be given 
over to a committee of members of the 
Naval Historical Foundation and it Is 
estimated that it will cost between five 


and ten thousand dollars. 


At present the house is occupied by a 
store, and extensive research will be 
necessary to restore the building to its 
original design. 

The Naval Historical Foundation feels 
that it will be able to carry out the task, 
although subscriptions are sorely needed 
to assure the success of the project. 


No Leave in China 


Tientsin, China—An order has been is- 
sued by the Commanding Officer, U. 8. 
Troops in China, providing that no leave 
of absence, furlough. or detached service 
to visit any point in China will be granted 
any member of this command. It is 
further directed that the dependents of 
members of this command conform to this 
rule.

To avoid delay and perhaps total loss 
of mail in the Chinese post offices, the 
United States Consul, Naval and Military 
officials have arranged for the forwarding 
of mail, with or without postage to the 
United States via Government vessels. 
Since Chinese postage is valueless in this 
case, and there being no supply of U. 8. 
postage stamps available for sale, gov- 
ernment agencies would stamp the mail 
“No Stampa Available,” and carry same 
to the United States for distribution. The 
postage, however, would be collected from 
the recipients in America.

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Naval Reserve in Congress 


Consideration of legislation of great im- 
portance to the Naval Reserve will be 
undertaken by the House Naval Affaire 
Committee during the regular session of 
Congress beginning in January, members 
stated this week. 

Two major projects will be on the calen- 
dar for study—the contemplated new 
basic legislation for the Reserve which 
has been under discussion for the past 
two years and the proposal in which 
President Roosevelt is particularly in- 
terested involving the creation of a CMTO 
for the Navy. The latter, having official 
approval and the especial interest of the 
President undoubtedly will be taken wp 
early in the session, while the great in- 
terest in the former should assure it 
consideration. 

Last year it seemed as though the long 
controversy between the Navy Depart- 
ment and Reserve officers over the terms 
of new basic legislation for the Reserve 
had been solved when the Department 
gave its approval to a bill drafted by a 
conference of Regular and Reserve’ offi- 
cers. Settlement of the problem had been 
delayed too long, however, and whereas 
such a bill might have been approved by 
the Bureau of the Budget earlier, ‘the 
Administration’s economy drive had then 
started andthe measure was disapproved 
by the Administration on fiscal grounds, 

Even though the bill does not have 
Budget approval next session, Represen- 
tatives Melvin J. Maas, R. of Minn., and 
John J. Delaney, D. of N. Y., who among 
members of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee are perhaps most interested in 
the Reserve situation, state that they 
hope to start hearings on a Reserve bill 
early next Winter. Representative Maas 
has introduced a bill which is quite simi- 
lar to the measure which was approved 
by the Navy Department but failed to 
pass the Budget. The latter measure em- 
bodied most of the objectives of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association for improve- 
ment of the Service, without including, 
however, the features to which the De- 
partment had the most objection. 

The measure did not provide any 
change in the administration of the Re- 
serve such as had been proposed by the 
Association, but was viewed as highly 
satisfactory by many Reserve officers in 
view of the fact that the Bureau of Navi- 
gation had given way on a number of im- 
portant points, The demand for an Assist- 
ant Secretary for the Reserve and for a 
separate bureau resulted, they declared, 
from a feeling among Reservists that 
their needs did not receive proper con- 
sideration at the Department. However, 
the spirit prevailing at the conference 
last Fall, following an early and soon 
settled difference of opinion, and the 
other concessions granted, led many of 
the Reserve members attending the con- 
ference to take the stand that no changes 
of administration would be needed if 
sympathetic treatment under the existing 
set-up could be assured. 

The bill drafted by this conference, 
which will probably be the basis on any 
future legislation, provides for the fol- 
lowing: 

One rear admiral for the Naval Reserve 
and an increased number of captains and 
commanders, Therefore, the Department 
would not agree to a flag officer in the Re- 
serve and held that few officers in the up- 
per ranks should be allowed. 

Allows 500 Naval Reserve and 100 Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve officers to be given a 
year’s active duty annually. 

Allows Naval Reserve officers to be 
given higher precedence upon mobiliza- 
tion, than under present law. 

Sets up a special retired list for Re- 
serve officers who serve on active duty for 
long periods. 

Provides that the Reserve shall be 
represented in the formulation of all 
policies and regulations governing its ad- 
ministration and that a policy board shall 
be convened annually, which shall have 
at least half of its members drawn from 
Reserve officers not on continuous active 
duty. 

Provides for strengthening the Mer- 
chant Marine Reserve, with active duty 
training and inspection established. 
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Army Officer Increase

Where it once took only two officers to 
man an airplane, scores of our modern 
planes require four to six officers and the 
‘flying fortresses’ must have six or seven. 
It is therefore evident that an increase 
is necessary in this field and undoubtedly 
there are others in which the need is just 
as great.” 

In asking Congress for the increase, 
Secretary of War Woodring declared that 
15,500 officers were required to meet the 
needs of all of the arms and services of 
the Army. In asking for but 14,659, he 
said that only the Air Corps would be al- 
lowed what War Department General 
Staff studies deem necessary for each 
branch. 

The proposed bill, the Secretary stated 
in a letter to the Speaker of the House 
made public this week, will “provide au- 
thorization for the additional officers con- 
sidered essential for the Air Corps, and 
to meet, in part, the needs of other arms 
and the services.” 

Under the proposed bill, the increase 
would be divided among the various arms 
and services proportionately to existing 
strength, except that the Air Corps will 
receive a larger increase, its authorized 
strength being fixed at 2,092, and the 
Medical Administrative Corps and the 
Veterinary Corps will receive no increase, 
their proportionate shares going to the 
Dental Corps. 

Another important feature of the bill 
provides that the authority of existing 
law which permits the President, by Ex- 
ecutive Order, to increase or decrease the 
authorized strength of any promotion- 
list arm or service so as to give flexibility 
to the distribution of officers would be 
extended to cover the non-promotion list. 

In iis letter to Congress, Secretary 
Woodring emphasized that the proposed 
bill, as approved by the Administration, 
made no commitment as to when the pro- 
gram would be carried out. Annual bud- 
get considerations will determine how 
fast the Army is built to the proposed 
new authorized strength, he declared. 

The text of the War Department letter 
follows: 

There is enclosed the draft of a bill “To 
provide for a commissioned strength of 14,650, 
for the Regular Army,” which the War De- 
partment presents for the consideration of 
= Congress with a view to its enactment into 
aw, 

The proposed legislation modifies the pro- 
vision of existing laws governing the com- 
missioned atrength of the Army and the dis- 
tribution of commissioned personnel to the 
various arma and services as provided in the 
National Defense Act of June 6, 1916, as 
amended, and in recurring limited strength 
clauses of the Annual Appropriation Acts, 
which, considered together, have had the 
effect of providing a total commissioned 
strength of 12,474. 

The purpose of the bill is to provide au- 
thorization for the additional officers con- 
sidered essential for the air corps, and to 
meet, in part, the needs of other arms and the 
services for additional officers. A brief review 
of the history of officer personnel legislation 
for the Regular Army follows: 

a. In 1920, after mature consideration, the 
Congress fixed the strength of the Regular 
Army at approximately 17,726 officers, and 
280,000 enlisted men. This was the strength 
of the Regular Army considered essential to 
provide adequately for the national defense. 

b. In 1922 a drastic reduction in the strength 
of the Regular Army was effected. The au- 
thorized officer strength was reduced to 12,000, 
The authorized enlisted strength was like- 
wise reduced through pay appropriations to a 
strength of 125,000 and subsequently to an 
average of 18,750. 

c. Since 1922, several authorizations for in- 
crease in officer strength have been author- 
ized, but no appropriations have been made 
for these officers other than that made for 
100 additional officers in the Appropriation 
Act for the fiscal year 1938, but this appro- 
priation was extended to provide an increased 
number of reserve officers for duty with Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps units and not 
to increase the strength of the Air Corps. 
Such increases as have been effected in Air 
Corps officers were accomplished by corres- 
ponding administrative reductions of the 
number of officers of the other promotion- 
list branches thereby at the expense of other 
arms and services. During recent years the 
Congress has become aware of the pressing 





need in certain branches for additional offi- 
cers to meet the Army’s minimum peace-time 
requirements. By the Act approved August 
30, 1935, (49 Stat. 1028) authorization was pro- 
vided for the annual addition for a period 
of ten years of fifty officers selected from 
among Reserve Officers who have completed 
one year of active duty training under the 
provisions of the said act. The Congress 
likewise provided for increase of 185 engineer 
officers, to meet the urgent need for Army 
engineers on Rivers and Harbors projects. 
An increase of fifty medical officers and 
twenty-five Dental Corps officers was pro- 
vided by the 74th Congress and a like in- 
crease was provided during the first session, 
75th Congress. As the result of this peace- 
meal legislation, there has been authorized 
since the reduction of 1922, a total Increase 
in officer personnel of 1,238 officers, but ap- 
propriations have not kept pace with au- 
thorizations. 

The annual increase in officer strength has 
been only 374 during the past 15 yenrs, or 
an average of approximately 25 annually. The 
Appropriation Act for the Fiscal Year 1938, 
provided funds for a further increase of 100, 
but the money for this increase has been held 
in administrative reserve and no appoint- 
ments to make the increase effective have 
been made. A large part of the Incrense has 
been specifically provided for the service 
branches, rather than the combat arms, which 
manifestly does not provide a balanced de- 
velopment. Furthermore under existing laws 
the maximum legal strength of certain 
branches do not now permit of desirable 
changes in allotment within the total com- 
missioned strength provided so as to meet 
changing conditions resulting from new de- 
velopments in organization and weapons. The 
proposed legislation does provide flexibility 
within reasonable limits. 

As early as 1927, the War Department sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the Congress 
a balanced program for the Army. The re- 
auirement for personnel set forth In “Major 
Army Project No. 1,” showed a need at that 
time for 14.063 commissioned officers and 
165.00 enlisted men. Since 1927 additional 
needs have resuited from demands for the 
expanding Air Corps and the Const Artillery 
anti-aircraft program, for additional officer 
instructors of the civilian components, in- 
cluding the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
and for the proper administration and ser- 
vicing of the Army. On numerous occasions 
additional tasks have been imposed upon the 
Army by various acts of Congress and by 
Executive Order without corresponding in- 
crense in officer personnel. 

The Congress has recently provided for in- 
crensing the enlisted strength to 165.000 and 
recruiting has brought the enlisted strength 
to a number approaching this authorized 
streneth. However, no proportional increase 
in officer personne! has heen made coordinate 
with the incrense in enlisted personnel. Te 
Congress has likewise authorized and pro- 
vided for an Air Corps equinment expansion 
program withont providing the necessary Air 
Corps personnel to operate properly the 
equipment being procured. There has been 
recently completed a General Staff study 
which shows the need for increase In Air 
Corps personnel, incinding a need for a total 
of 2.092 Regular officers. Under the bill sub- 
mitted it 1s contemplated that the full com- 
missioned-personnel needs of the Air Corps, 
as visualized at this date, may be met, and 
that the authorization will meet in part the 
needs of other arms and services. 

War Department studies indicate that the 
required officer streneth of the Army today 
is approximately 15.500 officers, but this de- 
sirable streneth has heen reduced in this pro- 
posal to 14.959. This number is considered 
to be the minimum required to carry out the 
missions of the Army as established by law 
and Executive Order. As time progresses, 
further studies will Indicate possible changes 
in this determination. Furthermore, as a 
practical measure, the War Denartment does 
not desire to induct into the Regenlar forces 
such numbers of officers as will create a 
“hump” in the promotion list with its at- 
tendant evil effects on individuals. Therefore 
this proposal contemplates that any increases 
which may be nrovided under this general 
anthorization will be by Increments extend- 
ing over a period of venrs and dependent 
— budgetary limitations obtaining at the 
time. 

The proposed legislation provides for the 
assignment of officers to branches in num- 
bers proportionate to the numbers now au- 
thorized by law, or fixed by the President 
pursuant to law, except for the Air Corps 
which branch is raised more than its propor- 
tional part in order to give it a total author- 
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ized strength of 2,002 officers. This number 
will be required to operate the equipment 
now being procured. The bill stipulates that 
no increase shall be made in the Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps and the Veterinary Corps, 
and prescribes that the proportionate in- 
creases of these two branches as computed 
under the provisions of the Act shall be 
allotted to the Dental Corps. This adjustment 
is made in order to provide the Dental Corps 
with an authorized strength which is more 
in accord with the full needs of that branch. 
The proposed legislation continues in effect 
the provisions of the Act approved June 30, 
1922, which authorizes the President to in- 
crease or decrease by not more than 30 per- 
centum the numbers allotted to any branch 
and is intended to extend this permissible 
variation to the non-promotion list. These 
provisions make possible the distribution of 
commissioned personnel in accordance with 
needs, and provides sufficient flexibility to 
meet the emergent demands of a particular 
arm or service. 


In the proposed bill existing authorizations 
for increases under the Act approved July 2, 
1926 (44 Stat. 783) under the Act approved 
August 30, 1935 (49 Stat. 1028), and under the 
Act approved June 26, 1936 (49 Stat. 1974), 
are incorporated into the proposed total au- 
thorization provided for tn the bill. The mea- 
sure is therefore in full accord with the in- 
tent of Congress as set forth in existing law, 
providing for increase in the Air Corps, the 
Engineer Corps, and for the annual addition 
of fifty officers appointed from the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps as provided in the Act ap- 
proved August 30, 1935. 

In submitting the proposed legislation, the 
War Department understands that no com- 
mitments are made thereby as to the time 
or extent of providing for the proposed in- 
crease in authorized commissioned strength. 
It is realized that the additional numbers to 
be commissioned in any Fiscal Year will be 
determined by the fiscal limitations then 
obtaining, as well as by the sound adminis- 
trative policy of spreading the total increase 
over a period of years so as to avoid creation 
of a promotion-list “hump.” 

The fiscal effect of this proposal depends 
upon the size of the increment proposed year 
by year and will be included in War Depart- 
ment budget estimates. The authorization 
provided by the bill does not in itself result 
in increased cost to the Government. The 
actual costs will depend upon the numbers of 
officers provided for in annual Appropriation 
Acts, the increases being governed budgetary 
limitations which cannot be predicted at this 
time. 


This proposal was submitted to the Bureau 
of the Budget and, under date of May 14, 
1937, the War Department was advised that 
the proposed legislation is in full accord with 
the program of the President. 

The text of the proposed bill follows: 

A bill to provide for a commissioned 
strength of 14,659 for the Regular Army. 

Be it enacted, ete. That the authorized 
commissioned strength of the Regular Army, 
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including general officers as now authort: 
by law, shall be 14,659 officers, of which nu 
ber 1,793 shall be assigned to the nonprom 
tion-list branches in numbers proportion 
to the numbers now fixed by law for “> 
branches and 12,799 to the promotion-] 
branches in numbers proportionate to 
numbers now designated by the President fox 
such branches pursuant to law, except ¢ 
the proportional increases as computed un 
this Act for the Medical Administrative Corpg 
and Veterinary Corps shall be assigned to the

Apprentice Electrician 1st Class, John 
J. Ridgeway, jr., made the presentation 
to the sponsor, Miss Margaret Ayres, of 
Wichita, daughter of the Hon. W. A. 
Ayres, Chairman, Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, and former Congressional represen- 
tative from the State of Kansas. 

The Wichita, named in honor of the 
city of Wichita, Kansas, is the first vessel 
to bear that name. She is the 18th and 
last heavy cruiser to be built under the 
limitations of the London Naval Treaty.

policy the following instructions have been 
promulgated: 

(1) That the turnover of enlisted personnel 
be approximately 50% each year. 

(2) That this turnover be effected, in so far 
as practicable, during the months of May, 
June and July, and include all contemplated 
transfers for the ensuing year. 


(3) That the normal period of stabilization 
for enlisted personnel in the Force be ap- 
proximately two years with a minimum 
period of one training year and a maximum 
period of three training years. 


Antiaircraft Unit Formed 

Ordnance equipment for one battalion of 
antiaircraft artillery and two batteries of 
75 m.m. pack howitzers is under procurement 
for the Fleet Marine Force. Due to delay in 
delivery of this equipment these organiza- 
tions cannot be formed this fiscal year. The 
five light tanks delivered have been found 
satisfactory for landing operations, Further 
tests are contemplated during Fleet Exercise 
No. 4. Steps are being taken to replace the 
3” Stokes mortars and 37 m.m. guns in in- 
fantry battalions by 81 m.m, mortars and 50 
caliber machine guns, 


Radio Equipment 

In December, 1934 the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing assumed cognizance of all radio materiel 
in the Marine Corps. The continuation of 
this policy during the past fiscal year has 
proved highly satisfactory. The Bureau of 
Engineering has under contract, for assign- 
ment to the Marine Corps, radio equipment of 
the portable type and ultra-protable type, 
with deliveries expected within the next six 
months, 

The Naval Radio Station, NFV, Marine 
Barracks, Quantico, Va., was completely 
modernized during the past year. The sta- 
tion is now equipped with modern type trans- 
mitters. and receivers. Alireraft One, Fleet 
Marine Force, uses the facilities of Station 
NF’V in controlling and guarding aircraft in 
flight. 

Uniform Regulations 


Uniform Regulations, U. 8. Marine Corps, 


are now in the course of being rewritten, this 
work having heen started on May 1, 1936. 
With the exception of the order of wearing 
decorations, and medals, which is now under 
consideration In the Board of Awards, Navy 
Department, the text is complete. The illus- 
trations are approximately 90% complete and 
a considerable economy will be effected by 
the use of many old plates now at the Govern- 
ment Printing Office. The completion of the 
index is to a certain extent dependent upon 
completion of tlustrations in order that 
figure numbers may be included in the index. 
There are approximately 40 copies of the Unt- 
form Regulations in mimeographed form. 


Motor Transport 

Thirty-nine trucks from half-ton to five 
and one-half ton capacity, eleven tractors, and 
six motoreveles, were surveyed and sold or 
salvaged. Twelve passenger cars at a cost 
of $9,108.39 were purchased. In addition to 
the passenger cars, ninety-two vehicles of 
various types were purchased during the 
fiscal year at a cost of $163,897.62. Spare 
parts, tires and tubes for all types of vehicles 
in the amount of $36,243.78 were purchased, 

Thirty-nine graduates of the Motor Trans- 
port School at Philadelphia have been or- 
dered to duty at posts where their services 
can heat be utilized, 








Seeks Navy’s Dirigible Policy 

Pointing out that there does not appear 
to be any fixed Naval policy regarding 
lighter-than-air craft, the Maritime Com- 
mission, in its report to Congress this 
week, asserts that it believes a statement 
from the Navy as to the national defense 
value of such craft is desirable before 
further consideration is given to their 
construction for commercial use. 


The report of the commission, which 
recommended that its authority be ex- 
tended to include over-ocean aircraft en- 
gaged in foreign commerce, was prepared 
with the assistance of Grover Loening, 
aeronautical adviser. to the commission. 
Mr. Loening has for many years been en- 
gaged in the designing and manufacture 
of heavier-than-air craft, particularly the 
amphibian type. 


In the Commission’s report, it is stated : 

Because the value of the merchant marine 
as a naval auxiliary is so important to the 
underlying policy of the Merchant Marine 
Act, it would seem desirable that this Com- 
mission be guided, in part, in its determina- 
tion with respect to airships by Navy policy 
as to their utility as naval auxiliaries. As 
evidenced by recent hearings held by the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, there does 
not appear to be any fixed naval policy on 
this subject at the present time, the last 
statement of the General Board having been 
made in 1934 when it was the policy to build 
rigid airships in order to determine their 
usefulness for naval and other governmental 
and commercial purposes, 


There appears to be no question of the great 
value of heavier-than-air flying boats, both 
commercially and as naval auxiliaries, But, 
since there remains some question of the 
commercial value of dirigible airships, a state- 
ment from the Navy of their value for na- 
tional defense is desirable to warrant their 
further construction. 


Relative Value 
As to the relative value of airplanes 
versus dirigibles the report states: 


The claimed superior safety of helium-filled 
dirigibles as against airplanes depends on 
the fundamental fact that they can float at 
no forward velocity. While their size makes 
them vulnerable in high winds when making 
ground contacts (which are no hardship what- 
ever to airplanes—rather an advantage), 
nevertheless, the impossibility of slowing an 
airplane down brings with it a certain ele 
ment of risk not present in the dirigible. 
Whether this is offset by structural weak 
nesses and other risks present in the dirigi- 
ble (now reduced by the elimination of hydro- 
gen) is a question which is difficult to answer. 
The actual records of accidents per mile flown 
are also difficult to compare and, if anything, 
unfair to the dirigible as the only operation 
of helium-operated dirigibles has been non 
commercial, the Shenandoah, Macon and 
Akron all being wrecked in military service. 
These wrecks are explained by dirigible pro- 
ponents as due to incompetent handling and 
grave errors in judgment, but as a matter of 
fact the same may be said for the few trans- 
oceanie flying boat accidents that have hap- 
pened to date, so that a convincing case on 
= recorded data cannot be made for either 
side, 


Merchant Aircraft in National Defense 
In considering the advisability of the addi 
tion of aircraft to the merchant marine, the 
element of national defense becomes very im- 
portant, As an addition to naval patrol and 
bombing squadrons, such commercial aircraft 
have a reserve value in that they can be 
readily converted for military purposes. In 
addition to that they have a definite value as 
auxiliaries in servicing naval airplane squad- 
rons in distant localities. Perhaps most im- 
portant of all is the fact that they contribute 
to the air forces trained personnel competent 
to do long range patrol and the most difficult 
type of long distance flying. Most of the 
commerical designs and the commercial en- 
zines are developed directly from Navy de- 
signs so that in many cases the actual ma- 
teriel is interchangeable with actual existing 
Naval materiel (such as engines for example). 
This country is particularly talented in air- 
craft construction and over-ocean flying. It is 
our own aeronautical industry that has made 
possible the remarkable progress of our air- 
lines. We have more factories, more de- 
signers, and an outstanding world lead in the 
technique of, transoceanic aviation. Yet at 
the present moment our manufacturers of 
these aircraft are receiving very little en- 

couragement, 


It follows therefore that the potent reasons ! 


for developing the merchant marine as an aid 
to national defense are in a large measure 
applicable to the development of commercial 
aircraft in overseas trade, 


Marines AA Battalion 


Maj. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, has an- 
nounced that the Marine Corps had 
“under procurement,” four three-inch 
anti-aircraft guns, twelve 50 calibre anti- 
aircraft machine guns, 5 search lights 
and 5 sound detectors, to be incorporated 
into a Marine Corps anti-aircraft bat- 
talion to be organized shortly. 

Under present plans, this battalion 
would he used to protect shore positions 
in this country, and to protect advanced 
positions, intended to be held, in event of 
war. The addition of these weapons 
marks a distinctly new step in the organ- 
ization of the Marine Corps, pointing to 
the conclusion ijthat the Marines are to 
be made more and more a self sustaining 
unit in operations on land. 

The Marine Corps also plans the im- 
mediate acquisition of two batteries of 
75 mm. pack howitzers. 

In his recommendations to the Secre- 
tury of the Navy, Genera! Holcomb also 
asked for 3,000 additional men and 449 
ndditional officers, in line with the policy 
of bringing the strength of the Marine 
Corps up to 27,500, the authorized 
strength. At present the Marine Corps 
strength is only 17,000. 


Navy Hydrographic Office 

With increasing demands being made 
upon it, the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy is in need of increased personnel, 
Capt. Lamar R. Leahy, USN, Hydro- 
grapher of the Navy, stated in his annual 
report to the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, made public this week. 

“The Hydrographic Office has continued to 
carry out the requirement of the basic law 
in safeguarding navigation,” Captain Leahy 
reported. “To continue doing so the activities 
of the Hydrographic Office can not be reduced 
nor can the number and scope of its publica- 
tions. The increasing demands of the Fleet, 
merchant marine and naval and civilian avia- 
tion is made evident by the fact that the Hy- 
drographic Office issue of charts was 32 per 
cent greater and the demand for Hydro- 
graphic Office products 10 per cent greater 
than for preceding year. 

“The Hydrographic Office continned to 
operate with reduced personnel and this con- 
dition seriously handicaps the efficiency of the 
office. In order to keep pace with the increas- 
ing demands made upon the Hydrographic 
Office an increase in personnel is desirable. 

“As previously recommended a third survey 
vessel should be allocated to the Hydro- 
graphic Office to carry on expeditiously the 
surveying of strategically and commercially 
important areas. This ship is a necessary 
military adjunct to the Fleet. The present 








survey vessels, USS Hannibal and USS 
Nokomis, are not suited as Fleet auxiliaries.” 
C & R Report 


The Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair of the Navy, in his An- 
nual Report states that the Bureau had 
continued te be actively engaged in the 
prosecution of the extensive building pro- 
grams authorized by the Congress over the 
past four years and had been also en- 
gaged in the preparation of plans in anti- 
cipation of “possible new building pro- 
grams.” It is to be noted that a total of 
thirty-two vessels were either completed 
or delivered during the past year. During 
the same period twenty-six vessels were 
launched while the keels for eighteen new 
ones were laid. 

The Chief of the Bureau asserted that 
the Construction Corps is decidedly 
undermanned. For over-all efficiency of 
the Naval Service, he said, the Corps 
should have at least 20 per cent more offi- 
cers than are now available to meet 
peace-time needs. 

In previous annual reports the Bureau 
has discussed the importance, from the 
point of view of naval ship design in this 
country, of giving postgraduate instruc- 
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tion to a limited number of officers at 
schools of naval architecture abroad, sup- 
plemented by inspection of foreign build- 
ing yards incident to such assignments, 
During the last year an officer has com- 
pleted an assignment under instruction 
at the Technische Hochschule, Berlin, and 
an officer has been detailed to begin a 
course of instruction in naval construe. 
tion at one of the universities in Italy in 
the fall of 1937. The experience gained 
so far in connection with such assign- 
ments definitely indicates the decided 
value of this training abroad, and the 
Bureau strongly recommended that the 
general policy be adopted of sending at 
least one officer: abroad annually for 
special post-graduate training of one or 
moie or preferably two years, sup 
plemented by a tour of inspection of 
foreign shipyards prior to returning to 
the United States. 


Urge Higher Pay 
Representative Byron N. Scott, D. of 
Calif., said this week that he hoped to 
have the House Naval Committee take up 
the question of raising Navy pay when the 
regular session opens next January. 

Restoration of the reenlistment allow- 
ance will also be sought by the Cali- 
fornian, who is chairman of the subcom- 
mittee on personnel of the House Naval 
Committee. As soon as Congress convened 
this week, Mr. Scott asked for hearings 
on his Navy pay bill, but the decisions of 
the House leaders to limit the special 
session to consideration of five Adminis- 
tration bills will throw it over until the 
regular session. 

In view of Secretary of the Navy Swan- 
son’s failure to recommend iestoration of 
the reenlistment allowance in his annual 
report (he has urged that it be allowed in 
all of his prior annual reports) it is re 
garded as certain that the Administration 
will propose continuation of the ban on 
payment of the reenlistment allowance for 
another year. Representative Scott, how- 
ever, is of the opinion that legislation to 
continue the ban can be defeated if @ 
strong enough fight is waged against it by 
its supporters in the Senate and House. 








Navy Courts Martial 

The Judge Advocate of the Navy this 
week announced the findings of the courts 
martial in the cases of Capt. H. B. 
Mecleary, Captain, and Lt. Comdr. Edgar 
R. Winckler, Navigating Oflicer, of the 
USS Omaha, which went aground of 
Castle Light in the Bahamas. Captain 
Mecleary was ordered reduced 25 files, 
and Lieutenant Commander Winckler 
was ordered reduced 75 files. 
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The Office of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral also announced that the trial of 
Brig. Gen. Harold C. Reisinger, Pay: 
master of the Marine Corps, who is now 
under arrest charged with falsification of 
his travel accounts, would be held at 
Quantico, Va., on December 6.

CONGRESS SHOULD COMPLY with Secretary Woodring’s request that legisla- 
tion be enacted permitting the detail to General Staff duty of officers who have served 
recently with the Organized Reserves, the Nation! Guard and the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps. Representatives of these importan! defense components have objected 
frequently to the provision of law that duty with their components does not make the 
Regular officers eligible for General Staff Duty in the same manner as would com- 
mand of Regular troops. This policy, they contend, often restricts their selection of 
instructors and works a hardship on those officers who are assigned to them. As 
Secretary Woodring points out the “increasing importance” of duty with other com- 
ponents makes it advisable that officers with such experience be among those selected 
for General Staff duty. From a purely military standpoint, duty with components 
other than the Regular Army is considered by Secretary Woodring to be very valuable 
training for the Regular officer, in that it gives him experience in solving the problems 
that would arise when such components are inducted into active service in an 
emergency. Such duty is desirable also because it assures better cooperation between 
regular officers and the components, and in performing the duty the officers should not 
be penalized by having to return to command of regular troops before becoming 
eligible for General Staff assignment. Nor should the General Staff be deprived of 
his counsel while he is fresh from duty with other components. Secretary Woodring’s 
request for corrective legislation was not acted upon in the Senate last session because 
of objections voiced on the floor that by dropping the requirement for troop command 
from General Staff eligibility, too much latitude would be allowed in such selections 
and the possibility of the formation of cliques might exist. Accordingly Senator 
Sheppard had the measure recommitted to the Senate Military Committee. It would 
appear these objections could be overcome by a provision classifying duty with the 
National Guard, Organized Reserves, and Reserve Officers Training Corps, as “com- 
mand of troops.” Such a definition would then permit assignment to the General Staff 
without further amendment of the law. Senator Sheppard intends to confer with War 
Department representatives and, it is most likely, a draft will be reached which will 
meet with general approval. 


THD ATTITUDE OF THD Navy Department in failing to go ahead with lighter- 
than-air development, or even to express a policy on the subject, has now reached a 
point where it not only is resulting in a retardation in our National Defense progress 
in the air field but also is likely to hold up plans for commercial utilization of the 
dirigible. The United States Maritime Commission, which numbers among its members 
two outstanding naval officers—Rear Adm. Henry A. Wiley, USN-Ret., and Rear Adm. 
Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret.—reported to Congress this week that the Navy does not 
seem to have any fixed policy regarding lighter-than-air craft. Since the commission 
must be guided, in part, by the utility of such craft in National Defense, the members 
declined to recommend commercial construction until the Navy makes some statement 
as to their military merit. Should the Maritime Commission’s plea that the Merchant 
Marine Act be extended to cover over-water air travel be approved by Congress and 
construction and operating subsidies become available to airplanes and airship firms, 
it would be unfortunate if dirigible advancement should suffer. There are many, in- 
cluding Assistant Secretary Edison, who do not believe that the disasters to our Ameri- 
can built dirigibles prove anything in regard to their military value and that further 
construction and experimentation should be carried on. As a matter of fact, the 
Maritime Commission’s report rejects the disasters to the Shenandoah, Macon and 
Akron as inconclusive, saying that dirigible proponents blame the wrecks on “incom- 
petent handling and grave errors in judgment.” With a cadre of able officers and en- 
listed men now available—men who have the benefit of experience and training on 
our earlier efforts—the Navy Department should seek, and Congress should grant, the 
funds necessary to comply with the recommendations of the Durand board, i.e., carry 
forward construction and experimentation in lighter-than-air craft.

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Naval Personnel Decision of the House leaders that committees may 
consider no other legislation during the special session than measures on the five point 
seasion agenda delays until at least January study of the Navy’s personnel difficulties. 


Representative Carl Vinson, chairman of the House Naval Committee, prior to 
the decision told members of the committee that he expected to get started immedi- 
atély with hearings on the several bills before the committee to revise the personnel 
system. Later, however, House committee chairmen were directed by Administration 
leaders not to take up any measures other than the five on the President’s program. 
It had been hoped that hearings could be held on the selection problem during the 
next month with a view to having a bill ready to report at the regular session. 


There has been no word as to the schedule of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, as Senatur David I, Walsh, chairman of the group, is in Massachusetts, but it 
is expected that he and the other members will be fully occupied with the business 
of the special session and will not have time for any consideration of personnel 
matters. Senators are assigned to a number of different committees, while members 
of the House ordinarily serve on only one committee. 


Meanwhile, however, at least some of the naval committeemen will give indi- 
vidual consideration to the problem. Representative Byron N. Scott, D. of Calif., 
chairman of the subcommittee on personne! of the House Naval Committee, said that 
he was studying the plan devised by Lt. Comdr. J. L. Wyatt, USN, with a view to 
introducing a personnel bill based on it. 


Representative Melvin J. Maas, of Minn., new ranking minority member of the 
House Naval Committee, said yesterday that he planned to redraft the personnel bill 
he introduced last year and reintroduce it with some important changes. As it now 
reads, the measure would ultimately result in a great excess in flag officers and 
captains. This would be eliminated in the new draft, Congressman Maas states, 
probably by limiting officers promoted in excess of vacancies to that one promotion, and 
retiring them after seven years as extra numbers. In this, it would be similar to the 
Vinson bill, except for the important consideration that officers would be assured ac- 
tive ‘duty service for this period. 


Congressman Maas said that he would also change the provision that the lower 
half of each Naval Academy class be commissioned in the Naval Reserve for 14 years 
service on active duty. Instead, he stated, he would probably propose that enlisted 
men and warrant officers be utilized to a larger extent. The matter might also be 
handled, he said, by commissioning some Academy graduates in the Reserve and 
forcing them to serve on active duty for three or four years. Utilization of Naval 
ROTC graduates for periods of active duty might also be a solution to the need for 
junior officers and at the same time lessen drastic competition and elimination, he 
added. 


Far Eastern Military Situation—On the Shanghai Peninsula the advance of the 
Japanese Expeditionary Force operating under Generali Matsui has continued with 
guch rapidity that the Chinese Defensive Forces apparently have been unable to 
organize, thus far, a worthwhile line of defense. Continuing: the method of flank 
envelopment, General Matsui landed forces this week on the southern bank of the 
Yangtze River, some 18 miles upstream from Liuhokou, a maneuver resulting in the 
capture of the important Chinese city of Changzu, which city constituted the left 
flank of the Chinese line of resistance. With this city captured the Japanese continued 
their drive northwest from their landing area along the north shore of Hangchow 
Bay and captured Pingwang on the south shore of Lake Tai. The City of Pingwang 
is on the railroad leading south from Soochow to Kahzing, thus connecting the main 
Shanghai-Nanking and Shanghai-Hangchow Railroads, 


The Chinese line now extends from the Yangtze River south along the west side 
of Changzu, thence to the east of Soochow, then to the west of Pingwang, thence to 
Hangchow Bay, passing to the east of Kahzing. Against this line 3 Japanese attacks 
are taking place: one from the Yangtze River landing through Changzu, one from the 
original Shanghai Force operating along the main railroad line against Soochow, and 
one from the Hangchow landing force against Pingwang. In this area the Japanese 
have a force of some 10 divisions, totaling approximately 250,000 men. 


Newspaper dispatches from Shanghai state that the Japanese are massing a force 
along the southeastern shore of Lake Tai, which will be transported in boats across 
the lakes for 2 purposes: first, to operate on the peninsula which extends into the 
lake southwest from Soochow, and second, to land at the northern portion of the lake 
shore and secure the railroad line in the vicinity of Wusieh. Additional Shanghai 
dispatches state that the blockade on the Yangtze River, which the Chinese placed at 
Kiangyin, has been destroyed by Japanese Naval gunfire and that 70 Japanese ships 
are now massed in the Yangtze River ready for a drive up the river toward Nanking. 


In the North China Theater the forces operating under General Katsuki along 
the Tsinpu Railroad Line have reached the Yellow River opposite the capital of 
Shantung Province, Tsinan, from which place it is reported the Chinese Provincial 
Government has fled to a new provincial capital not yet named. 


The center offensive on the northern front operating under General Nishio has 
not been advanced to any considerable degree since last week. 


In Shansi Province the force of General Itagski, having captured the key city of 
Taiyuan, has continued its advance toward Linfen, and according to the last report, 
it has reached the town of Keishu, some 50 miles north of Linfen. 


New Navy Patrol Plane—The Navy’s new XPBS-1 patrol plane, a photograph of 
which is reproduced on the first page of this issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
is now undergoing tests at Norfolk, will complete those tests in about six weeks. 
Another ship, similar to the one at Norfolk, is being built by the Consolidated Aircraft 
Corporation and will be ready for its tests about December 1. 


Navy officials said that these two ships would be balanced against each other to 
determine which type would be adopted for patrol and bombing duty. 


These ships are equipped with galleys, a complete radio compartment, mechanics 
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workshop and a water distilling plant. The ships also have a 110 volt lighting and 
power circuit. 

It is contemplated that they will be able to carry a crew of nearly 20 men, and 
accomplish long range detached service. It was pointed out that with gasoline bases 
established on the small, uninhabited islands, these planes could accomplish tremep. 
dous amounts of detached service in the Pacific, the crews living on the ship and 
touching land only to take on gas and supplies. 

The XPBS-1 will, as part of its tests, make a long range flight, the destination of 
which has not yet been determined. 


The addition of flying boats of this type will make necessary an increase in the 
number of flyers in the Navy, but just how large an increase has not been determined, 


In connection with the XPBS-1, the Navy Department announced that: 


“The construction of this plane was undertaken by the Navy Department in its 
efforts to explore the value of large flying boats in national defense, as for years it 
has sponsored their development by well-regulated experiments. This flying boat 
represents one of the most powerful bombing planes in the United States, having a 
military load carrying capacity comparable with that of any known existing airplane, 
It will also have the long range demanded of Navy patrol bombers, as demonstrated 
by the twin engined PBY-patrol bombers in the recent non-stop flights from the Naval 
Air Station, to the Fleet Air Bases at Pearl Harbor, T. H., and at Coco Solo, Canal 
Zone, by patrol squadrons. 


Review Philippine Troops—On the occasion of the second anniversary of the 
creation of the Philippine Commonwealth, President Quezon reviewed the Army built 


for him by his military adviser, General Douglas MacArthur, USA. Standing beside 
the President at the review was General MacArthur, dressed, according to press 
dispatches, in a white uniform of his own design made of sharkskin material, with 
four stars on his shoulder, a red ribbon at the base of his lapels, and his General 
Staff insignia on his left breast. 


CCC Uncovers Revolutionary Relics—Archeological investigations being made by 
Civilian Conservation Corps enrollees in the vicinity of General George Washington's 
headquarters in New Jersey, have uncovered foundations or ruins of five buildings, 
the National Park Service today reported to Robert Fechner, Director of the Corps, 


These investigations are the most successful of any undertaken in the Morristown 
National Historical Park and have brought to light many important art objects as 
well as interesting archeological facts. The work is carried out by CCC boys under 
the supervision of National Park Service historians and foremen. 

No indication of the existence of these five buildings was shown above ground 
The best preserved of the group, which is built of stone, is located 50 feet back of the 
Headquarters Mansion. It is about 23 feet by 10 feet in plan, is divided into two see- 
tions, and varies in depth from three to six feet. Another foundation, not as well 
preserved and not yet totally uncovered has been found adjoining the Headquarters 
building near the northwest corner. Documentary research reveals that a temporary 
structure was erected near this site at the time of Washington’s occupancy of the 
Ford Mansion during the winter of 1779-1780, and this may prove to be the remains 
of this structure. The other foundations have not been completely uncovered or 
identified. 

A significant feature of the discoveries is evidence that the original grade line 
was about two feet below the present grade around the building. The original ele 
vation can be detected by variations in the coloring of the layers of soil, and is also 
indicated by what appears to be a splash course of cobble stones about 18 inches wide 
laid flat and against the rear foundations of the building. The purpose of this splash 
course was to catch the water running off the roof, and prevent washing away of the 
soil. 

Screening and sifting of the excavated soil has revealed old handwrought haré- 
ware, fragments of pottery, flints, buttons, clay pipes, handwrought nails, and other 
objects not yet identified. 

After the archeological work on the grounds has been completed they will be 
landscaped and planted, and the lawn re-seeded. 

Historians on the staff of the National Park Service are making a careful check 
of all documeniary sources for information pertaining to the Ford Mansion and 
grounds during the time of Washington’s occupancy. This research includes exam: 
nation of old maps, deeds, court records, journals, diaries, and other materials. A 
effort is also being made to get in touch with old Morristown residents, particularly 
members of the Ford family who may have papers or other sources of information 
concerning the property. The data collected in these studies will be used in the 
furnishing of the Ford mansion and also in any future treatment of grounds and out 
buildings. 

Similar excavation work is being done by CCC enrollees, on other projects withia 
the park, around the Wick and Guerin Houses and on the site of Continental Army 
barracks huts in Jockey Hollow.

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Northwest Air Base 


Secretary of War Woodring, has an- 
nounced that the new Northwest Army 
air base at Tacoma, Washington, had 
been designated “McChord Field,” in 
honor of Col. William C. McChord, AC, 
who was killed in an airplane accident 
Aug. 18, 1937, near Maidens, Va. 


Colonel McChord had been affiliated 
with military aviation since the World 
War. Previcus to that time he served 
with the Cavalry, in which branch he was 
commissioned as Second Lieutenant on 
June 14, 1907, following his graduation 
from the United States Military Academy. 
Colonel McChord was a graduate from the 
Mounted Service School, Ft. Riley, Kans. ; 
the Air Corps Tactical School, Langley 
Field, Va., the Command and General 
Staff School, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and 
the Army War College, Ft. Humphreys, D. 
Cc. He served as Commanding Officer of 
Park Field, Millington, Tenn., Gerstner 
Field, Lake Charles, La.; Chanute Field, 
Ill.; as Air Officer, 6th Corps Area, and 
as Commanding Officer, 19th Composite 
Wing, Panama Canal Department. Upon 
completion of his foreign service duty in 
1935, he was assigned to duty in the Office 
of the Chief of the Air Corps and at the 
time of his death was Chief of the Train- 
ing and Operations Division, that office. 


McChord Field has an area of 1310 
acres. The area selected for the site com- 
prises the Pierce County Airport (also 
known as the Tacoma Airport) consisting 
of approximately 960 acres and was do- 
nated to the Government through the 
Board of County Commissioners of 
Pierce County, Washington. The Con- 
gress recently authorized the purchase of 
an additional 350 acres to be included in 
the area occupied by the air base.

Pay Increase Recommendations 


In view of Secretary Swanson’s recom- 
mendations that a pay increase be sought 
along the lines of the joint studies made 
in 1929 and 1930 it is interesting to recall 
the tables proposed by the 1929 board. 


Commissioned Officers 
The board recommended that rental 
and subsistence allowances for commis- 
sioned officers as established by existing 
law be discontinued, and that such oflicers 
receive annual pay, consisting of base pay 
with certain increments thereon, as pre- 

scribed in the following table:

Claim Refueling Record 


Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.—An unprece- 
dented record for refueling motor vehicles 
while on the march was established by 
the Army's proposed new “streamlined” 
infantry division at Hamilton, Texas, last 
Saturday, enroute from maneuver area 
at Mineral Wells, Texas to Ft. Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

An averaged elapsed time for refilling 
the 1,100 motor vehicles of the new divi- 
sion was 10 minutes for each 100 vehicles, 
the time for refueling varying from seven 
to ten minutes for each 100 trucks. The 
total elapsed time for refilling all the ve- 
hicles in the division including motor- 
cycles was an hour and a half. 

Prior to the arrival of the division 
which was moving in a single column 
south on U. 8S. Highway 281, officers of 
the service echelon established 10 refuel- 
ing lanes north of Hamilton. To service 
each lane two gasoline tank trucks were 
assigned to each lane. Capacity of the 
tankers varied from 350 to 1200 gallons 
each. 

As the division moved south on the 
highway, guides directed the vehicles off 
the highway to the gassing lanes. Two 
trucks took their places in each gassing 
lane simultaneously. The assistant truck 
driver hopped off the truck, removed the 
gas tank cap before the vehicle reached 
the tanker, which was equipped with gas 
hose. There was only a momentary halt 
as the two trucks passed through each 
lane, the stream of trucks going through 
the lanes seeming not to halt at all. The 
first 320 trucks passing through the 10 
parallel lanes, two to a lane, were gassed 
in 30 minutes, less than a minute a ve- 
hicle. 

There was no delay in the process. 
Trucks moved off the road, into the lanes, 
and immediately out of the lanes and 
back on the highway, headed south. 

A total of 13,000 gallons of gasoline was 
poured into the trucks during this refuel- 
ing process, one of the most important 
parts of the test of the new division, 
which showed conclusively that even re- 
fueling does not materially hinder the 
march of a motorized division.

Naval Observatory Report 


The Navy’s building program has cop. 
tinued to cause an increase in the work 
load of the Naval Observatory, Capt. J. F. 
Hellweg, USN-Ret., superintendent of the 
observatory reported to the Secretary of 
the Navy this week. 

“This is particularly so,” Captain Hell. 
weg stated, “with the equipage and com. 
pass divisions. It has been necessary to 
increase the working force in the repair 
shop to carry this increased load.” 

“During the past fifty years,” the re 
port stated, “many of the observatories 
throughout the world previously occupied 
with fundamental astronomical observa. 
tions were weaned away by the more 
attractive and more spectacular special. 
ties, until at the present time there are 
few observatories devoting their wp. 
divided time to fundamental astronomy, 
However, the importance of uninter. 
rupted fundamental astronomical obser. 
vations is accepted by all. Owing to the 
reduced number of observatories devoted 
to this very important work, many de 
mands from both domestic and foreign 
activities for fundamental astronomical 
data are received.” 

The report described in interesting de. 
tail the recent eclipse expedition in which 
it cooperated with the National Broad- 
casting Company and the National Geo 
graphic Society. 


Admiral Rowcliff’s Report 

A total of 640 decisions and opinions 
were prepared in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy during the 
fiscal year 1937, Rear Adm. G. J. Row- 
cliff, USN, stated in his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Navy, made public 
this week. 

Admiral Rowcliff reported that during 
the past year greater stress has been laid 
upon the administration of the provisions 
of the Espionage Act in relation to the 
national defense. In this connection, he 
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said, conferences have been held with the 
War Department and the Department of 
Justice which have resulted in a general 
strengthening of the position of the 
Government in such matters. 

Among the interesting legal actions re 
ported upon were the following: 

The decision rendered on May 5, 1937, ip 
the case of the USS Sagamore-SS Bronx, held 
the Sagamore at fault for not having a proper 
lookout. This again raises the question of 
the proper station of lookouts aboard naval 
vessels, which was considered at length | 
the decision of Judge Hale in the case of the 
USS Childs-8S Mills, wherein the court held 
that the station of lookouts on the wings o 
the bridge of naval vessels is not a sufficient 
compliance with the rules laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States requiring 
that lookouts be stationed in the bow of the 
ship and that such additional lookouts 
stationed as the occasion may indicate, in the 
crow’s nest and on the hurricane bridge. 





The decision rendered by the United States 
Court of Appeals in the case of the 
Wright-SS Papoose, on Sept. 24, 1936, modify: 
ing the decree of the District Court, held both 
vessels at fault. The basis of this modifice 
tion by the Court of Appeals of the pri 
decision was that the Rules of the Road re 
quire a vessel to sound fog signals whe 
paralleling a fog bank. This is the first time 
an opinion has been handed down by a cout 
of the United States on this point and 
directly contra to the ruling of the Bri 
courts in like cases. A writ of certiorari w# 
requested by the Government but denied by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. Thi 
results in a new rule being established by 
courts and which requires that vessels part 
leling a fog bank are required to sound fof 
signals the same as when entering a fog * 
traversing a fog.

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MERCHANT MARINE 
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Defense Marine Requirements 


An interesting discussion of the techni- 
cal requirements of a Government sup- 
ported merchant marine from the stand- 
point of National Defense is contained in 
the comprehensive economic survey of the 
American Merchant Marine prepared by 
the Maritime Commission. 


The National Defense section of the 
survey was prepared by the members of 
the commission after collaboration with 
all defense agencies of the Government. 
Furthermore, Rear Adm. Emory S8. Land, 
USN-Ret,, and Rear Adm. Henry A. 
Wiley, USN-Ret., who are members of the 
commission, doubtless contributed much 
to the defense sections of the report,” 

The report’s treatment of technical re- 
quirements follows: 

Merchant vessels serve the armed forces in 
many ways. Combination passenger and 
cargo vessels can be converted into aircraft 
carriers, Ships to be suitable for this con- 
version should be capable of supporting a 
flight-deck 600 feet long by 60 feet wide, with 
an absolute minimum length of 500 feet. 
These vessels should be capable of 20 knots or 
Better, with a minimum of 18 knots, There 
are at present 10 such vessels in the United 
States Merchant Marine, some of which meet 
only the minimum requirements, Military 
authorities believe that there should be at 
least 20 of these vessels available, 

The combination vessels could also be used 
as auxiliary cruisers. Vessels for this purpose 
should have a speed of not less than 20 knots, 
preferably much more, and they should have a 
large cruising radius, The only vessels under 
the Amegican flag suitable for such conversion 
are tyose already mentioned as possible air- 
craft carriers, 

There is an additional need for troop trans- 
ports which should have a speed of at least 
16% knots, and should be capable of carry- 
ing a minimum of 2,000 men and their equip- 
ment, This same type of vessel is also suit- 
able for conversion into bospital ships and 
tenders of various classes, There are not suffi- 
cient ships of this type under the American 
flag to meet possible requirements. For that 
reason it would be necessary, if trouble arose, 
to utilize vessels of less desirable character- 
istics for many of the tender conversions. 


The American Merchant Marine is deficient 
in tankers capable of accompanying the Fleet. 
The Secretary of the Navy has indicated a 
need for at least 20 such vessels. The Navy 
would require, for a maximum military effort, 
a total of some 300 tankers of various types 
and speeds, The present tanker fleet is con 
sideted adequate except for the high-speed 
vessels mentioned above. 

The backbone of any over-water military 
operation is the general supply, or cargo, 
vessel. Although some of these vessels may 
accompany the Fleet, the majority move in 
convoys or, if the exigencies of the situation 
permit, by themselves, Inasmuch as the speed 
of the convoy is limited to that of the slower 
vessels, which constitute the bulk of the 
American Fleet, there is little justification 
from the military standpoint for the con- 
struction of a large number of fast cargo 
vessels at this time. Building such vessels 
would work an economic hardship upon the 
Merchant Marine without any great com- 
pensating benefits. 

It should be recognized, in any considera- 
tion of the Merchant Marine problem, that 
the dual functions of subsidized shipping- 
trade and defense-—-are essentially contra- 
dictory. Many of the requirements of de- 
fense, such as excessive speed and additional 
bulkheads, may add to the costs of vessel 
operation or reduce the effectiveness of the 
vessel as a commercial carrier, or both, Some 
of the vessels considered essential, from a 
military standpoint, may prove to have little 
or no economie justification, Thus it can be 
seen that the problem of maintaining an “ade- 
quate’ Merchant Marine involves the recon- 
ciliation of two vastly different and some- 
times antagonistic sets of requirements, 

As will be seen from the foregoing, the 
American Merchant Marine in its various 
categories contains most of the vessels con- 
sidered by defense agencies as the minimum 
required for au initial military effort, The 
value of the vessels is greatly reduced, how- 
ever, by their advanced degree of obso- 
lescence, We are dangerously deficient in the 
matter of speed, especially with regard to 
tankers and a small number of cargo vessels 
capable of accompanying the Fleet. Although 
it is difficult to cite the exact number of each 
type of vessel that would be required to meet 
a given situation, it appears that the defense 
needs of the United States dictate the replace- 
ment of the bulk of the present Fleet, and 
that such replacement should include at least 
10 combination passenger and cargo vessels, 
approximately 20 high-speed tankers and a 








small number of fast cargo vessels. 

The Commission, in conference with the 
Navy Department, has attempted to differen- 
tiate between (a) auxiliaries which accom- 
pany the Fleet and (b) auxiliaries which need 
not accompany the Fleet. The speed for ves- 
sels in the first category is 16% knots; the 
speed for the others is 12 knots and upwards, 
as may be found practicable from an eco- 
nomic point of view. The most pressing need 
for fast vessels is in the tanker field, as the 
fuel requirements of combatant vessels are 
far greater than the requirements for other 
supplies. Combatant vessels generally carry 
cargo supplies sufficient for 90 days; they can 
carry fuel for perhaps a third of this period. 
Therefore, for Naval use, tenders, tankers and 
the like require the 16% knot speed, but gen- 
eral supply vessels do not. 

The Commission accordingly is negotiating 
for the installation in new tankers of engines 
capable of developing a speed of 16% knots. 
Inasmuch as there is no economic justifica- 
tion for such speed, it will be necessary for 
the Government to reimburse the private 
operator for the increased cost of such Iin- 
stallation. 

With regard to cargo vessels, the Commis- 
sion has developed a standardized design for 
a vessel of 8,800 deadweight tons, with a 
speed, fully loaded, of 15 to 15% knots. This 
vessel is considered extremely practical from 
the standpoint of both trade and defense. 
Cargo vessels converted to tender use are 
rarely loaded beyond 50% of capacity on a 
weight basis. So loaded, the Commission's 
proposed cargo vessel would be able to travel 
with the Fleet. The Commission also has 
under consideration a design for cargo ves- 
sels of a higher speed.

Army Reserve Legislation 

Interest among Reserve officers in this 
Winter’s Congress will center in’ what 
provisions are made for that branch of 
the National Defense in the 1939 Army 
appropriation bill. 

Inasmuch as the Organized Reserve 
for years has been maintained well below 
what is considered necessary for it to be 
prepared for its war function, the objec 
tive next session will be to secure funds 
to carry on this minimum of training and 
attain this minimum strength. 

Funds will sought to give 14-day 
training to 30,000 officers next Summer, 
an increase of 5,000 over this year. The 
War Department is recommending train 
ing for this number and strong represen 
tations will be made to the Bureau of the 
Budget and to Congress to allow it. Ex 
tended active duty for 650 Air Corps Re 
serve officers will be pressed, an increase 
of nearly one hundred per cent, Also 
funds will be asked for sending 300 Re 
serve officers to service schools, the same 


number allowed this year 

As the Officers Reserve Corps is below 
strength, an increase in the ROTC enroll 
ment so as to produce about 8,000 instead 
of 6.500 officers cach year will be sought. 
The Bureau of the Budget probably will 
allow only part of the 1,000 officers to be 
assigned to a year’s active duty under the 
Thomason Act. but interested members of 
the House Military Committee will un 
doubtedly wage a fight to permit the 
maximum. 

The Budget Bureau hearing on Reserve 
estimates has been set for Nov, 29, when 
War Department representatives and offi 
cers of the Reserve Officers Association 
will testify. Hearings before the House 
subcommittee on Army appropriations 
probably will not start before the first of 
lebruary. 











THE U. S. COAST GUARD 








On Noy. 16, the second day of the 
special session, the House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries favorably 
reported back to the House the bill, 8. 
2575, the Departmental measure provid- 
ing a revised system of promotion for the 
Coast Guard. 

This bill is identical with H. R. 7486, 
which was approved by the House Com- 
mittee last year and was reported out last 
session. In the closing rush of the last 
session, however the bill was not con- 
sidered by the House. ‘The purpose of the 
House Committee in reporting out S. 2725, 
which has already passed the Senate is to 
facilitate the passage of the bill and to 
permit itjto be sent directly to the White 
House fof the President's signature when 
passed by the House. 


Following is the tentative plan of opera 
tions and sailing schedules for the vessels 
of the Bering Sea Patrol Force for the

Spencer, April 20-July $1, schedule to be 
arranged by Commander, Seattle Division 
so that Spencer will be available to Com 
mander, Bering Sea Patrol Force, at 
Seattle, Wash., on April 20.

Daphne, April 20-July 10; Alert, April 
20-July 1—Return to Ketchikan at end of 
patrol period and relieve Cyane before 
latter vessel departs for Bering Sea 
Patrol duty. 

Hamilton, July 15-Nov. 1—Proceed 
Unalaska via Seattle and such other ports 
as may be determined by Headquarters 
or Commander Bering Sea Patrol Force. 
Vessel will carry a plane while assigned 
to Bering Sea duty. 

Cyane, July 5-Sept. 20; one 125-ft. 
patrol boat from San Francisco Division, 
July 1-Sept. 10, await relief by Alert at 
Ketchikan. 

Haida, April 20-May 20—latrol from 
Dixon Entrance to long. 155° W. To be 
available for any special cruise in the 
North Pacific Ocean or Bering Sea which 
may become necessary. 





Consideration may be given to one or 


two Reserve measures by the military 
affairs committees of the Senate and 
louse. A bill to grant postal franking 


privileges to officers of Reserve units may 
receive attention. At present, correspon 
dence between Corps Area headquarters 
and Reserve officers may be franked, but 
unit commanders in communicating with 
their subordinates do not have the privi 
lege. The Reserve Officers Association 
has also recommended the enactment of 
legislation to grant Regular Army en 
listed men on duty with Reserve units 
higher rental allowances and additional 
grades and ratings. They declare that 
Army enlisted men on duty with the Na 
tional Guard are favored in these re 
spects, 

The War Department has recommended 
legislation to create an enlisted reserve, 
and there is a possibility that this may 
receive Administration approval and be 
sent to Congress,

Maj. Thomas Holeomb, com 
mandant of the Marine Corps, in his an 
nual report to the Secretary, made public 
this week, reported that the Marine Corps 
Reserve has continued to progress satis 
factorily and efficiently during the fiscal 
year.

All battalions were authorized 
to train and receive pay for the full author 
ized complement during the annual field 
training period, 

In general, there has been no improvement 
in armory facilities during the fiscal year,
